F. Dumas, mayor of ('ass Lake, held 
on charges of attempted arson Find 
robin,ry in connection with an alleged 
plot to burn the postoffice building at 
Puposky, eighteen miles north of here, 
on June 17, was bound ov< r by Court 
Commissioner Ii. A. Sin ins to await 
the action of the grand jury. 
His bail bond was fixed at 110,000, 
which was furnished by Fred Dumas 
of .Minneapolis, latin r of tile defend­ 
ant. 
The grand jury does not Hie d until 
the second Tuesday in Sept * tuber. 
The state’s star witness was Martin 
Behan, caught at Puposky while in th*? 
aet of robbing tin store, as the result 
of a trap laid by Pinkerton detective s. 
Behan was wounded at tin 
time and 
his condition is still serious. 
He had 
to be assisted to t In * uittn- 
stand. 
He made the flat statement that Dr 
Dumas arid R. 12. Smyth, owner of the 
Puposky building, had pianm I with 
him and Mike Davis to roil and burn 
th** store, for which Behan and Davis 
w* re to receive $19)0 
Assistant Attoriiev General Alexan­ 
der Janes, who conducted th** case for 
th* 
state, said he never had seen a 
witness tell a more convincing story 
than did Behan. 
On th e o t h e r hand Judge Spooner, 
chief counsel f > 
th 
defendant, put 
Behan through a grilling cross-exami­ 
nation and caused him to make weak 
assertions and answer -<» hesitatingly 
soum 
of his testimony that the de­ 
fendant’s at turn* a 
improved tin 
op­ 
portunity to insinuate the p o 'dldlitv 
that Behan has ii* en coached in his 
cent ession. 


Defense Seems Optimistic. 


It was asserted by the defense that 
Behan’s memory was poor on vital 
points and that his testimony on the 
whole was irresponsible: that he said 
lie knew nothing whatever of the pur­ 
port of the meeting in the I.arson sa­ 
loon. where the Pujrtisky affair is pre­ 
sumed to have been hatched; that he 
was positive that there was a window 
in the wine room w’here the conference 
was held, where there really is none; 
that It was shown by other witnesses 
that his story as told in court was in­ 
compatible with established Diets. 
"W e offered no witnesses for the de­ 
fense,” said Judge Spooner, "but we 
ar* satisfied with the proceedings. 
“ W e were impressed with the weak­ 
ness of the state's case and feel that 
the men behind the prosecution are 
trembling in their boots. They did not 
dare to present the men who are sum 
posed to know the most about tile af­ 
fair. 
Dr. Dumas asks only fo ra square 
deal and at tile right time lie will ex­ 
plain to the satisfaction of all his en­ 
tire connection with this unfortunate 
episode.” 
Dr. Dumas returned to ( ’ass Lake 
and he appears to share his attorney’s 
optimism over the result of the hear­ 
ing. 
He says lie expected that he 
would he bound over and that he had 
nearly decided to waive examination. 
Only five witnesses were examined. 
Behan was the first and he was fol- 
lowe d by John Larson, owner of the 
saloon where it is alleged the robbery 
plans were made. 
C. E. Battles, a Be­ 
midji hardware man, told of selling 
Dr. Dumas a revolver. Bari Swedberg, 
clerk in the Pujiosky store, identified 
Behan as one of the men who came 
to the store on the afternoon of the 
robbery and W illiam Munhall closed 
the testimony by telling of a conver­ 
sation over the telephone with Dr. 
Dumas in which Dumas asked as to 
the whereabouts of Behan.
